This book wraps the three assasslnatlonS^od^^'^^^ontains significant 
and unpublished proofs and names on the Birmingham church and other attrocitles, 
documents the complicity of federal agoncieo, and restricts itself to a more 
narrow. approach to the JP- assassination -what -was known In advance and was not 
heeded, ^t has inters sting things, I think, on J^obby. J have hopes that perxhaps, 
belatedly, the black groups ms y’lf get interested. 

That on tne autopsy is the hottest yet. The third is "A Citizen’s 
Descent" and is a surgical evisceration of Mark Lane, written hot in vengeance 
but so thot the. rest of us can survive him. It is hasty, hot and I think, hot having 
read it and having written it in three days, a return to an ancient aspect of 
letters, very personal writing. He is, without doubt, the most wretched parody 
of a human I have evsr met. A measure of his total lack of integrity is, in 
addition to what you know, his failuls to mention Sally st all, although it is she 
to whom he is indebted for his wealth and fame, Ha even takas credit for what she 
did for him. Ke has dene the impos-ibls, defame- the media .and libelled publishers.
